We must guard the 
drainage of exports from the United 
States, that we retain a proper supply 
for our own country, and we must 
adopt such measures as will amelio- 
rate, so far as may be, the price condi- 
tions of our less fortunate.

would follow to force our people to 
shorten their consumption. This oper- 
ation of "normal economic forces" 
would starve that element of the com- 
munity to whom we owe the most pro- 
tection.

Ing the coming year even had we not 
"ntered the war, and it can now only 
be mitigated if we can exert a strong 
'ontrol and this in many directions. 


We are today in an era of high 


prices. 
We must maintain prices at 


*uch a level as will stimulate produc- 
tion, for we are faced by a starving 
world and the value of a commodity to 
the hungry is greater than its price. 


As a result of the world shortage of 


supplies, our consumers have suffered 
from speculation and extortion. While 
wages for some kinds of labor have 
Increased with the rise in fo id prices, 
in others, it has been difficult to main- 
tain our high standard of nutrition. 


By the elimination of waste in all 


classes, by the reduction in the con- 
sumption of foodstuffs by the more for- 
tunate, we shall Increase our supplies 
not only for export but for home, and 
by increased supplies we can Help in 
the amelloi <tion of prices. 


For Better Distribution. 


Beyond this the duty has been laid 


upon the food administration to co-op- 
eiate with the patriotic men in trades 
and commerce, that we may eliminate 
the evils which have grown into our 
system of distribution, that the bur- 
den may fall equitably upon all by res 
location so far as may be, of the nor- 
mal course of trade It is the puipose 
of the food administration to use its 
utmost power and the utmost ability 
that patriotism can assemble to ameli- 
orate this situation to such a degree as 
inav he possible

Iteanwhlle Halg directed another 


great .attack on a nine-mlleJCront east 
and north of Ypres, with the efficient 
co-operation of the French on their, 
left. The latter occupied Dreigrachten 
and shoved their positions forward to 
the" edge of the flooded area, and then 
forced the crossing of'the Steenbeke 
and took German positions to an ex- 
treme depth of 1,000-yards. The Brit- 
ish took the village of Langemarck 
and occupied much territory there and 
about St. Julien. 


Increasing resistance by the Rus- 


sians and hard fighting by the Rouma- 
nians slowed up somewhat the prog- 
ress of the Teutonic forces through 


~ Moldavia toward southern Russia, but 


the advance of the enemy continued, 


- nevertheless. Von Mackensen's most 


important victory of the week was the 
capture of Panciu, a big railway Junc- 
tion.

Peace Proposals From the Pope. 
Pope Benedict last week submitted 


to the warring nations a definite pro- 
posal for peace. In all the capitals it 
was received with the serious con^Icl 
eratlon due it because of its Impres 
siveness and its distinguished source, 
but the general trend o£_oplnlon among 
diplomats was tfiat it would result in 
nothing. Despite the evident slnceiitj- 
of the popes' plan, the peace he pro- 
Eposes is too much of a "Geiman pe.ice" 
to suit Great BritainfFrance and Italy, 
and it Is not conceivable th.it I't evi- 
dent Wilson and the United States 
would accept it as stated.

Herbert" C. Hoover Is wasting no 


time In taking up his duties'is food 
administrator. Most of his plans were 
made Tn advance and are now being 
put into action as rapidly as possible. 
Some of them are proving very painful 
to the speculators In foodstuffs, but 
they are "reassuring for the consumer. 
Among the first things Mr. Hoover did 
was to form a corporation to take over 
the control of the country's grain sup- 
ply. The same day a committee was 
appointed to negotiate the voluntary 
regulation of the mttttng industry. On 
September 1 the food administration 
will undertake the purchase of wheat 
for the government at Interior termi- 
nals, and at the request of Mr. Hoover 
the grain exchanges ordered the dis- 
continuance of all future trading In 
wlieat after" August 25, in order not to 
Interfere with the government's efforts 
to stabilize prices. 


On Thursday Mr. Hoover announced 


that all processes In the production 'of 
distilled spirits for beverage purposes 
must cease at 11 o'clock p. in., Septem- 
ber 8. 


Guardsmen Going to France. 


The next American expeditionary 


" force to be sent to France will be the 
"Rainbow division"—officially the For- 
ty-second—and will include National 
Guard troops from 25 states and the 
District of Columbia. 
The war de- 


partment plans to assemble these men 
very soon and bhip them across for in- 
tensive training. 


Some of the troops already overseas 


were marched through London the 
other day, in response to the demands 
of the English, and were greeted with 
wild enthusiasm.

Thousands of young Americans last

The first 200,000 of the latter will be 
mobilized in a few days, and the work 
of examining the others will be con- 
tinued. In the main this great task is 
proceeding smoothly, though in New 
York at least one board was accused 
of corruption.

when finished 11 inches; 2 hanks of 
grey wool; 4 steel ^needles size No. 1 
by Columbia gauge. 


Cast on 64 stitches, rib 4% inches, 


2 plain, 2 purl. Then knit plain 7 Va 
inches (12 inches in all.) 


HEEL—Knit plain 30 stitches on 


to one needle, turn, purl back these 
30 stitches, turn, knit plain, repeat 
these 2 rows (always slipping the 
first stitch) 14 times (15'in all)' 


With the inside of the^, heel tow- 


ards you, purl 16 stitches, purl 2 to- 
gether, purl 1. Turn, knit 6 stitches, 
slip 1, knit 1, pull slipped stitch over, 
knit 1, turn, purl 7 stitches, purl 2 
together, purl 1. 


Turn, knit 8 stitches, slip 1, knit 


1, pull slipped stitch over, knit 1, 
turn, purl 9 stitches, purl two to- 
gether, purl 1. 


Turn, knit 10 stitches, slip 1, knit 


1, pull slipped stitch over, knit 1, 
turn, purl 15 stitches, ,purl 2 to- 
gether, purl 1. 


Turn, knit 12 stitches, slip l.knit 


1, pull slipped stitch over, knit 3,then 
knit 2 together, knit 1; turn, purl 13 
stitches purl 2 together, purl 1 


Turn, knit 14 stitches, slip l.knit 


1, pull slipped stitch over, knit 2, 
turn, purl 
15 stitches, 
purl 2 to- 


gether, purl 2. 


Turn, knit 16 stitches, slip 1, knit 


1, pull slipped stitch over; turn, purl 
15 stitches, slip 1, purl l.pull slipped 
stitch over.

Chick losses of this nature can. be 


largely prevented by shutting the hen 
in> a coop. Any style of coop which 
is dry, ventilated and canj>e closed 
at night to protect the brood against 
cats, rats and other animals, and

This 
minimum, however, is large enough 
to be dangerous. When it lights on 
the ceiling the fly .will secrete a sub- 
stance that will enable it to hold on 
closely.

MAKING PROFIT WITH GEESE 


Much Depends on Kind of Fowls That 


Are Raised—Plentiful Pasturage 


Saves Feed Bills. 


The profit made from geese depends 


on the kind of fowl that is raised. 
Common geese weigh ten to thirteen 
pounds. The goslings weigh from eight 
to ten pounds. The profit on one of 
these is from sixty cents to a dollar. 
Purebreds weigh from fifteen to twen- 
ty pounds, and goslings from thirteen 
to fifteen pounds apiece. It costs about 
ten cents a pound to raise them. 


Raising goslings Is also Ideal for 


farm women, as usually plenty of pas- 
ture Is available; and a plentiful sup- 
ply of pasture means small feed bills. 
The less feed to buy the greater the 
profit. The outlay need not be large, 
as the breeders can be sheltered in a 
cheap building. While it is cheaper 
to start with mongrels, they also bring 
smaller returns. 
Even if the initial 


outlay Is greater it pays to start right; 
that is, with purebreds. However, If 
It be impossible to start with the pure- 
bred, do th» best you can.
